will be the second test of the tradi- 
tional ban on cameras in Canadian 
courts; recently CBC won the right 
to bring recording devices into a 
human-smuggling trial, also in 
Vancouver. 

It’s about time the archaic ban is 
lifted across the board. Public 
interest in the McSorley case will 
run high. The role of violence in 
sport will be closely examined and 
the trial may well result in a shift- 
ing of social values. That makes it 
ripe for closer public scrutiny. 

Sadly, our justice system is so 
far removed from the everyday 
lives of most Canadians that 
straightforward criminal proceed- 
ings appear to be beyond the 
understanding of regular folk. As 
things stand, televised news 
reports of trials may contribute to 
the problem. Consider the trial of 
Wiebo Ludwig and Richard 
Boonstra. Every day, at the end of 
proceedings, the accused eco-ter- 
rorists and their lawyers would 
hold court of their own, meeting 
reporters outside the courtroom 
and spinning their own version of 
events covered in testimony. 

Such statements are not consid- 
ered by law courts. But in the 
court of public opinion, the inter- 
views weigh heavily. So when 
Ludwig and Boonstra are declared 
guilty, the court’s findings are 
incongruent with the public’s per- 
ception of the events.

Nickel and his erstwhile posse, the 
so-called Stickmen, with giving Bill 
Smith the boost he needed to edge 
out incumbent mayor Jan Reimer 
in the 1995 election. Now Nickel 
wants to kick Smith in the prover- 
bial head — and right out of office. 

Reimer — who declined to be 
interviewed by SEE Magazine — 
was the object of the Stickmen’s 
sardonic wrath for her perceived 
anti-business administration of the 
city. Nickel and a half-dozen or so 
of his closest business and univer- 
sity associates launched a bill- 
board campaign, sporting such slo- 
gans as “Calgary votes for Reimer” 
and “Q: Why does city council 
want to ban animal acts? A: 
Because they want to be the only 
circus in town.” 

The Stickmen spent $10,000 on 
the campaign, reportedly all out of 
their own pockets. After Smith’s 
victory they went national, buying 
space on billboards in Vancouver 
and Montreal, mocking both cities’ 
high cost of living and high taxes. 

Smith succeeded Reimer, giving 
the Stickmen and other members 
of the business community hope 
that conditions would improve. As 
far as Nickel’s concerned, howev- 


yer, Smith fell dismally short.of—

But L.A.’s Supreme oars of Leisure get by with a sunny disposition

upreme Beings of Leisure’s 
Rick Torres admits to being in 

“a funny mood” the day he was 
quoted as saying, “Anybody who 
has an orgasm likes our music,” 
and though he may have just been 
feeling silly when he said it out 
loud, he stands behind the state- 


ment. 
“Tt usually holds true,” 
“It’s very sultry music.” 


he insists. 


As far as the combination of 
singer Geri Soriano-Lightwood’s 
voice amid the throb of Torres, 
Kiran Shahani and Ramin 
Sakurai’s multicultural bootyshak- 
ers goes, the descriptor does not 
yet exist, but ‘sultry’ is a good 
start. What is more than a little 
surprising to Torres is how infre- 
quently the s nature of the 
Beings’ music actually seems to 
come up. While plenty of people 
extol their music’s utility on the 
dance floor, others — probably 
from L.A., their home town — 
maintain that it is perfect driving 
music. At least one other person, a 
woman he met in his local super- 
market, says the Supreme Beings 
of Leisure’s self-titled début album 
is the foundation of her relation- 
ship with her current boyfriend, 
but how would Torres recommend 
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a novice use the Supreme Beings 
of Leisure’s début album? 

“Well, each song has a different 
character;” he begins. “It’s not like 
the album is all about one specific 
mood, but my favorite thing to do 
with the album is put it on when I 
have a pretty girl over and use it 
for romantic purposes.” 

That’s not something you could 
do as easily with Portishead, the 
sullen, not-sultry Brits to whom 
the Supreme Beings are most often 
compared. While there is some 
common, soundtracky ground the 
two groups 
share, the 
biggest differ- 
ence between 
them, accord- 
ing to Torres, 
echoing 
Soriano- 
Lightwood’s 
sentiments, 
comes down 
to climate. 

“Our music definitely does have 
a sunnier sound,” he says of Los 
Angeles, California, versus Bristol, 
England.

“The idea of a linear progression 
of art has loosened and the prac- 
tice of art has become very plural- 
istic, very multicultural,” says the 
renowned University of Alberta 
printmaking professor. “Artists are 
trying to understand the new 
world using as many ways as pos- 
sible.” 

For Jule that meant an innova- 
tive collaboration of sorts with 
Edmonton-based poet Wendy 
McGrath, author of the soon-to-be 
released Commonplace Ecstasies 
— a work that boasts a Jule print 
on the cover. 

Jule says he and McGrath 
entered into a sort of “jazz-like 
improvisation,” as the two artists 
shared the drafts and proofs of 
their works in progress. “You had 
two authors looking at each 
other’s work and wondering about 
each other’s processes.” 

The end result was a joint show 
of fine-art prints and poetry 
framed and displayed side-by-side 
at the Harcourt House Gallery 
until Sept. 23. 

The collaboration feeds not only 
into a large body of Edmonton 
printmakers and other visual 
artists who utilize text as a major 
visual element in their works, but 
also marks the third major work of 
ekphrasis (writing, usually poetry, 
about visual art), including All the 
God-Sized Fruit by Shawna 
Lemay (published by McGill- 
Queen’s University Press), and 
Douglas Barbour’s Fragmenting 
Body etc. Barbour has also partici- 
pated in a word and image class 
that Jule has taught in past years. 
McGrath herself took a printmak- 
ing class taught by Jule, further 
underlining the growing rap- 
prochement between the creative 
twain. For Jule, working with 


McGrath gave him the opportunity _ 


to shift his own practices a bit.

cially Jule who has been slowly 


moving away from crystal-clear 
images in his work and looking at 
the idea of “unfinishedness,” the

The appetizers come to the table in more 
than short order and both were as delightful 
as you'd have guessed, We were especially 
pleased with the sausage — an appetizer with 
a bit of a bite — noting that it was hot without 
being stupidly so and pleased that it was such 
a good companion to the Tortillia. 

So- entranced were we by our appetizers 
that we hadn’t noticed we'd run out of 
Sangria.
